Thus  Viineouver  Ims  toiliiv  seeureil  the  rnilwny  fiirilities 
neccRsjiry  to  every  city  iispirinff  to  become  n  firent  port  jinil 
is  in  II  position  to  Imnille  vastly  increased  business,  as  soon 
as  sufficient  sliipping  can  be  fo'uiid  to  carry  British  Coluiii- 
bia's  immense  resources  throuuli  the  Paniiiiia  Canal  to  all 
Kuropean  points,  and  across  the  Pacific  to  all  Oriental  and 
Australasian  ports. 

Vancouver  is  above  par  in  healthfulness,  on  account  of 
its  exceptional  drainage  facilities,  the  purity  of  its  ivatcr 
supply  and  the  fact  that  it  escapes  the  e\treiiies  of  heat 
and  cold  so  common  in  other  parts  of  America.  The  remark- 
ably Ion-  average  of  deaths  per  thousand  for  the  last  ten 
years,  namely,  10.6.5,  is  witness  of  this  condition.

A  aiiciiuver's  eliinate  is  moderate;  the  average,  tempera- 
ture iluriiig  the  past  ten  years  has  varied  only  friiiii  i'.Ht 
to  4!).^;fj.  The  thermometer  rarely  rises  above  90  deirrees 
and  in  a  ten-year  record  has  never  fidlen  below  zero. 

There  are  no  fewer  than  itti  parks  within  the  city,  having 
a  total  area  of  1,41.5  acres;  8.")  duirehcs  of  all  denominations 
and  creeds  in  (irealer  Vancouver;  a.5,000  school  ch'ldren, 
with  ovir  700  teachers,  and  a  population  eslima'  '  at 
17.5.000. 

I'lie  inilustries  of  Vancouver  district  grow  iiiiceasinglv. 
.\t  the  present  time  there  are  oOO  factories  in  the  city  and 
dlstriil,  having  a  productive  value  of  $40,000,000  anil 
einploying  nearly  30,000  people.

A  Hcene  such  as  is  depicted  in  our  next  ilhistration  may 
be  -jwcd  any  summer  afternoon  during  tlie  months  of  June, 
July,  August  and  September  at  EmrUsli  Bay,  the  principal 
bathing  beach  of  the  many  withi-.  the  city  Hmits.  This 
beach  i."  situated  close  to  the  main  entnuicc  to  Staidey  Park, 
which  is  h)cated  just  behind  the  apartment  liouse  in  the 
upper  right-hand  corner  of  the  picture.  A  beautiful  ai.d 
well-lighted  promenade  skirts  the  short  for  the  whole  length 
of  this  beach  and  is  a  favorite  resort  of  citizens  and  tourists 
every  evening  during  the  summer  months.

Si«asli  Hf.ck.  Hir  next  ilhi^tralinn.  is  the  most  westerly 
extremity  of  Stanley  Park,  and  at  high  tide  is  separateil 
from  the  mainland  by  a  considirable  -•t retch  of  .It-r.  At 
low  tide  it  may  he  visit.d  dry  >lind  and  lias  .ai  several 
occasions  been  sealed  by  adventurous  clinibers.  Pauline 
Jolmsoii,  "The  Indian  INietess,"  has  made  this  roek  historic 
in  her  "Legends  of  \jincouver."  Kroin  a  boat,  going  in  or 
'lut  of  Ilurrard  Inlet,  the  ouMine  of  the  roek  resembles  jin 
Indian,  while  the  c-dar  tree  at  the  summit  looks  tike  a  feather 
in  the  head-dress.

Tlirw  hcautiful  ^hicitr-fi-d  moiintitin  rivers,  ('Hpiluno,  Lvnri 
and  Soyniour,  tlic  MourcoN  of  thr  whole  diHtrict'H  wutt-r 
supply,  break  through  the  Coast  Range  of  mountains  and 
tumble  in  ice-cold  cascadefi  into  the  waters  of  Diirrard  Inlet 
within  the  short  distance  of  five  miles  of  each  other.  In  each 
instance  they  have  in  the  course  of  centuries  curved  out  of 
the  living  rock  mighty  canyons,  in  places  many  hundreds  of 
feet  deep,  and  through  these  their  waters  pour  in  a  series  of 
c^iscades  and  '•apids  so  l>ewilderingly  Iwautiful  that  neither 
pen  nor  picture  can  hope  to  give  even  the  faintest  conception 
of  their  loveliness. 

Our  first  picture  shows  the  suspension  bridge  over  the 
Capihino  River,  just  at  the  southerly  entrance  to  Its  mighty 
canyon.  At  one  end  this  bridge  appears  to  spring  out  of 
the  sky  and  at  the  other  to  disappear  into  the  horizon. 
From  the  bottom  of  the  canyon  people  standing  on  the 
bridge  look  like  Lilliputians.  This  bridge  can  he  reached 
by  automobile  in  about  twenty  *ninutcs  from  the  ferry  land- 
ing on  the  North  Vancouver  «ide  of  the  harbor.

The  next  illustration  nhows  a  |H»rtion  of  the  great 
Marine  Drive.  It  is  that  portion  which  extendi  iihmg  the 
iiiirib  shore  of  F-ngliOi  Hay.  The  entra?ue  to  Hiirrard  Inlet 
is  hardly  discernible  in  the  distance.  At  -hort  intervals, 
along  this  portion  of  the  dri%-e,  are  to  Ih'  found  laautiful 
^unmier  honiLs,  the  southerly  slopi-  of  the  mountains  making 
the  toeittion  ideal.  The  view  across  Knglish  Hay,  !4tnnlcy 
Park  and  ovir  to  Point  (ircy  is  one  that  will  ever  remain 
in  your  memory. 

The  next  picture  was  tak.-n  from  the  lop  of  Prospeet 
Point,  in  Stanley  Park,  overlooking  the  entrance  to  Hurrard 
Inlet,  the  mouth  of  the  Capilano  River  and  the  .Marine  Drive 
on  til.  north  -ide.  The  (Jrand  Trunk  Pacific  steamship 
Prince  Ru|H'rt  Is  just  alMHtt  to  pass  through  the  Narrows, 
which  ii  the  gateway  to  Vancouver's  harbor.  Kvery  auto-

Enlranrg  to   Bmrrard  Iitlet

Fifty  niiK's  north  of  VanrouviT  and  only  a  fi-w  inili-s 
from  Sqiiaiiiish  t)u>  pri'si-nt  tcrtninns  of  tin-  Parific  (irriit 
Kastorn  Rnilway  rises  Mmint  (iarihaldi,  a  %ol(unic  <'oni' 
nearly  9,()00  fi-et  hi^li,  siirnninded  hy  iinniensi-  snow  fields 
and  glaeiers.  It  is  little  known  to  the  averaf{e  eitijien  i)f 
\  ancoiiVLT,  hcc'HUHC  it  is  hidden  from  view  in  Vancouver 
hy  our  local  mountains.  The  topoj^raphy  and  Ki'o\ngy  of 
the  adjacent  country  places  this  peak  in  a  class  of  its  own. 
For  this  reason,  people  who  are  fond  of  explorinjf  un- 
frequented rejfions  will  find  here  a  virjfin  field,  ahoiindinff 
in  hij{  f^nme,  fishing;,  etc..  and  with  much  lieautiful  flora  and 
fauna.  Gar.Saldi  Lake,  three  miles  lonjf,  lies  on  the  north 
shoulder  of  thr  nountaln  and  is  comparable  in  every  par- 
ticular with  the  celebrated  Lake  Louise  in  the  Canadian 
Rockii^'H,  so  much  enjoyed  by  world-travellers.  To  the  north 
and  east  of  Garibaldi  are  many  unexplored  peaks  and  valleys, 
which  will  in  future  make  this  refpon  a  Mecca  for  the  tourist. 


H  GLANCE  at  the  sky-line  of  Vancouver  as  shown  in 
the  panoramic  picture  will  convince  you  that  here 
is  a  modem  and  up-to-date  city,  with  magnifir'?nt  buildings 
and  broad,  well-lighted  and  well-laid-out  streets.  You  have 
learned  something  of  our  great  parks  and  spacious  bathing 
beaches,  and  the  many  attractions  we  have  to  offer  the 
tourist  and  pleasure  seeker.  I'ermit  us  now  to  tell  you 
something  of  Vancouver  as  one  of  the  world's  great  seaports 
and  manufacturing  centres,  and  aho  to  set  forth  the  many 
advantages  Vancouver  offers  to  those  who  desire  to  make  n 
home  amid  delightful  surroundings. 

The  City  of  Vancouver  was  incorporated  in  1886,  and 
was  totally  destroyed  by  fire  in  the  same  year.  As  it  stands 
today,  therefore,  it  is  the  product  of  the  work  of  33  years. 
In  this  comparatively  short  period  Vancouver  has  obtained 
a  place  in  the  first  ranks  of  Canadian  cities,  and  an 
important  standing  among  the  great  seaports  of  the  world. 
Its  location  marks  it  as  the  inevitable  Pacific  Coast  terminal 
of  all  transcontinental  railways  desiring  a  port  on  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Coast,  because  it  is  at  the  end  of  the  line 
of  least  resistance  for  traffic  originating  in  the  middle  west 
and  destined  for  Pacific  Coast,  trans-Pacific  or  trans- 
Atlantic  points. 

Nearer  the  Panama  Canal  than  any  other  mainland 
port  in  British  Columbia,  it  is  also  nearer  the  Canadian 
wheat  fields — the  future  granary  of  the  British  Empire. 
The  moving  of  grain  westward  will  stimulate  through 
Vancouver  trade  intended  for  the  interior  of  this  Dominion, 
which  will  of  course  materially  improve  the  position  of 
manufacturers  in  regard  to  a  market  for  their  products. 
The  industrial  future  of  Vancouver  can  only  be  pro- 
gressive, for  here  are  to  bo  found  all  the  factors  necessary 
to  the  upbuilding  of  a  great  manufacturing  centre,  viz., 
raw  material  in  vast  and  varied  quantities,  including  immense 
iron,  coal  and  limestone  deposits ;  much  water-power  avail- 
able,  with    an    enormous    supply    of   hydro-electric    power 
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already  developed;  ideal  tramportation  facilities  by  land 
and  sea  to  bring  in  supplies  and  carry  away  finished 
products;  an  ample  and  pure  water  supply,  and  a  climate 
which  permits  economical  production  all  the  year  round 
These  varied  resources  and  advantages  make  opportunities 
for  successful  factories, 

Burrard  Inlet,  one  of  Vancouver's  three  great  harbors, 
IS  considered  to  be  the  second  most  beautiful  harbor  in  the 
world.  Entirely  land-locked,  this  narrow  arm  of  the  sea 
extends  for  over  «1  miles  in  among  the  very  roots  of  the 
mountains,  and  is  of  sufficient  extent  to  shelter  all  the  navies 
of  the  world. 

Glance  at  the  bird's-eye  view  map  and  you  will  realize 
the  gigantic  harbor  facilities  of  this  section  in  both  fresh 
and  salt  water.  In  addition  to  Burrard  Inlet,  already 
described,  you  will  note  the  Fraser  River,  navigable  «S  miles 
from  its  mouth  for  vessels  of  the  deepest  draft. 

The  beautiful  old  city  of  New  Westminster,  the  supply 
depot  and  market  town  for  one  of  the  richest  farming 
districts  in  the  whole  of  Canada,  is  situated  on  the  Fraser 
River,  about  18  miles  inland  from  the  sea. 

The  third  harbor  is  a  comparatively  small  body  of 
water  between  Burrard  Inlet  and  the  Fraser  River,  known 
locally  as  False  Creek.  In  Vancouver  this  harbor  is  used 
for  small  craft  of  all  descriptions  and  is  a  means  of  water 
communication  to  a  very  considerable  industrial  section.  Two 
of  our  largest  shipyards  are  situated  on  this  body  of  water, 
as  well  as  numerous  factories,  sawmills,  etc.  Most  ports 
would  consider  themselves  fortunate  to  have  only  the  same 
facilities  as  are  afforded  by  False  Creek. 

These  magnificent  harbors  will  be  the  greatest  factors 
in  the  future  development  of  a  world  centre  for  industry, 
commerce,  and  the  shipping  of  the  Pacific.  Having  84  miles 
of  waterfrmitage  and  40  square  miles  of  anchorage  pro- 
tected from  wind  and  storm,  sleet  and  snow,  these  harbor 
faeihties  present  opportunities  for  development  possessed 
by  few  other  ports  in  the  world. 


SHIPBUILDING

•jrXHREE  years  ago.  In  1C1«,  there  wai  almost  no  shiphuUdlng 
V<r  InduMry  in  Vancouver.  Ij.t  year,  1»18,  25  wooden  steamer., 
4  wooden  sehoonera  and  10  iteel  steamers  were  launched  from 
Vancouver  shipyards.  Under  contract  there  arc  33  wooden  steamers 
and  13  steel  steamers,  making  a  total  tonnage  for  1917-18-1»  ot 
approximately  388,000  tons,  with  a  value  of  about  WJ,000,000. 

With  her  vast  store,  of  forest  wealth  and  the  unusual  port  facilities, 
Vancouver  will  export  this  Industn-  to  occupy  a  larp,  place  lo  her 
development.

^WVINING,  like  lumbrt  und  fl.hing,  u  one  of  British  Columbia's  gr™t 
UC  nilmtrlcs.  though,  as  yrt.  there  are  .ery  large  areas  ot 
undeveloped  and  unprospeeted  mineral  lands. 

The  estimated  mineral  produetinn  for  last  year  Is  1M1,IKI.093  This 
Is  nearly  W,000,000  greater  than  In  1917.  Sinee  the  year  l»9.t  the  pro- 
duction from  our  mines  has  reached  the  enormous  sum  of  »M3,0tl3.ll93. 
over  a  quarter  of  the  total  mineral  production  of  the  whole  of  Canada 
during  the  same  period,  and  since  1910  the  total  has  been  »ffl8,8.'13,»16. 
Since  the  signing  of  the  armistice,  closed  mines  have  been  reopened, 
much  land  has  been  prospected  and  new  mines  are  In  full  working 
order.  There  is  tremendous  Interest  in  all  the  mining  camps— placer 
and  lode  gold,  silver,  lead,  copper,  sine,  iron,  coal  and  other  mineral.. 


FISHING 

^HK  toothsome  qualities  of  Ilrillsb  Columbia  canneil  salmon  arc 
\J  practically  known  over  the  wh.ile  workl.  In  consequence  the  salmon 
canning  end  of  our  great  n-hing  Industry  I,  the  most  important. 
Uuring  the  last  eleven  years  the  salmon  canners  of  the  province  have 
packed  ll,98«,lil  cases  of  salmon,  so  that  this  branch  of  the  Industry 
•tone  produced  during  that  lime  the  very  respectable  sum  of  aproxl- 
mately  tnmtft»,  or  over  six  and  a  half  million  dollars  per  yearf 

For  a  number  of  year,  only  the  sockeye-the  red  Bsh-wa.  packeil, 
but  of  late  yearn  an  increasing  quantity  of  other  varieties  of  salmon 
ha.  been  canned.  These  are  Just  us  line  food  llsh  as  the  s<K-keye, 
but  lack  the  color.  As  soon  as  the  market  grows  accu.stumed  to  the 
ditferenre  In  color  the  output  of  the  canneries  will  be  malerlallv 
Increawd.  The  halibut  Usherlea  of  the  provinre  are  responsible  for  a 
catch  of  about  86,6J9,393  pounds,  valued  at  aiaiut  three  millions  of 
dollars,  in  addition  to  which  there  is  a  very  considerable  catch  of 
herring,  cod,  and  other  food  Usheh  prtwldlng  a  total  yearly  revenue  to 
the  province  from  the  lUhint  Indnatrj  of  about  IS  mlllloni  of  doUari 
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AGRICULTURE 

^HE  Province  of  British  Columbia  baa  a  total  area  of  .1l«,000  square 
yf  miles,  which  means  that  It  Is  an  empire  in  Itself.  It  Is  traveraed 
by  ieveral  ranges  of  mountain,  and  between  these  lie  valleys  of  great 
fertility  and  of  varying  climate.  Included  in  the  province,  too,  la  the 
great  prairie  district  of  the  Peace  River,  which  Is  now  winning  fame 
as  .  producer  of  grain.  With  the  exception  of  this  district,  British 
Lolumbia  la  not  essentially  a  grain-growing  province,  but  on  account 
of  It.  equable  climate  lends  Itself  particularly  to  the  production  of 
rnilts,  vegetables  dairy  products  and  to  animal  husbandry  The  valleys 
of  Brltfch  Columbia  are  mw  providing  abundant  fruit,  not  only  for 
home  consumption,  but  also  for  the  rapidly  expanding  markets  of  the 
prairie  provmces  and  have  exported  prlxe-winnlng  fruit  to  Europe  and 
Ao.lralia.  The  yearly  value  of  these  agricultural  rtoduct.  amounts  to 
about  thirty  million  dollars. 

The  equable  climate  of  nearly  the  whole  of  Br:' H  ColumbU 
make,  the  province  apeciaUy  suitable  to  cattle  and  sheep  raising,  and 
the  revenue  from  both  these  Hnirves  is  increasing  rapidly.  Vancouver 
la  the  clearing  bo«sc  and  trade  centre  for  it  alL 


MOTf>UING 

.^rHE  great  Marine  Drive,  which  begins  by  encircling  Stanley  Park. 
\J  offers  to  the  motorist  a  wonderful  diversity  of  ocean,  river  and 
city  views.  After  emerging  from  the  park,  one  of  the  gr«at  bridges 
of  the  city  over  False  Creek  is  crossed,  and  the  drive  swings  to  the 
west  through  the  Kltsilnno  resid.-ntial  district,  then  due  westward 
out  and  around  Point  Grey,  past  the  Kitsilano  Beach,  the  Jericho 
Country  Club  and  Golf  Links,  and  the  grounds  of  the  British  Columbia 
Lnii  -ity.  At  the  extreme  end  of  Ihc  great  promontory  known  as 
Polnl  rey  a  magnificent  view  Is  obtained  of  the  Gulf  of  Georgia, 
Engllsli  Hay,  Howe  Sound,  and  the  three  mouths  of  the  great  Fraser 
River.  Swinging  then  eastward,  the  drive  continues  up  one  of  the 
irms  of  the  Fraser  River  to  the  old,  historic  city  of  New  Westminster, 
thence  across  Burrard  Peninsula  to  Port  Moody,  at  the  extreme  easterly 

end  of  Burrard  Inlet,  then  down  Burrard  Inlet,  and  skirting  Vancouver's 
harbor,  through  immense  industrial  activities  of  various  kinds  to  the 
ferrj-  landing;    across  on  the  ferr^-  to   North   Vancouver,  about  a  20 

minutes'  journey,  thence  to  the  I.ynn  Creek  Vallej-;  across  North 
Vancouver  on   the   shoulder  of  Dome   Mountain  and   thence  westward 

over   the   Capllano    River— near   the   suspension    bridge   over   its   huge 

canyon— and  then  past  the  beautiful  homesites  of  West  Vancouver,  the 

northern  terminus  of  the  Pacific  Highway. 

The   varied   Interests   and   views   of   this   great   Marine   Drive   are 

Impossible   of   description.     The   roadway   Is    surfaced    for    the   whole 

distance  and  can  be  enjoyed  at  the  legal  rate  of  26  miles  per  hour, 

every  day  in  the  year  wit    -ut  exception. 

There  are  many  miles  of  very  beautiful  automobile  drives  in  the 

districts  adjacent  to  and  surrounding  Vancouver.    These  roads  connect 

with  the  Marine  Drive,  which  Is  a  link  of  the  Pacific  Highway,  and 


thU  gives  a  continuous  automobile  road  direct  to  San  Francisco.  Marine 
Drive  Is  also  part  of  the  Geargian  Circuit,  the  magnificent  automobile 
road  running  from  Vancouver  to  Seattle,  thence  to  Tamoca,  thcnee 
around  Puget  Snund.  to  Port  Angeles,  thence  by  ferry  across  to  Victoria, 
the  capital  of  British  Columbia.  At  Victoria,  one  of  the  most  dUtinctlve

delightful  drives,  ami  from  Victoria  the  route  lies  over  the  magnlflccnt 
scenic  roads  of  Vancouver  Island  to  Alberni.  from  there  back  to 
Nanaimo  and  by  steamer  from  Nnnaimo  back  to  Vancouver,  the 
'  starting  point. 

Vancouver  is  the  most  northerly  point  on  the  Evergreen  Highway. 
which  every  month  in  the  year  gives  the  motorist  gootf  roads  throuvh
